This appeal said plainly that suffrage

Ages we find accounts of the Holy Grail-

years, nearyly every session of the Legis- 
lature has bad this project before it, re- 
sulting in failure at each attempt.

year Senator Connor, 
of Northampton 


county, has introduced a bill authorizing 
corporations to construct dams in any 
river or stream in the State or betwbeen 
this and any other. State, for the purpose 
of distributing water or electric power. 
The bill is primarily intended to authorize 
the construction of a dam in cue Delawate 
river between 
Pennsylvania, 
and New 


Jersey, above Trenton. 
Senator Grim, of 


Bucks county, has offered several amend- 
ments to the bill providing for sluice-ways 
to tne dams that wii! afford an unob- 
structed passage of ahad up the river, in 
the mtorests of the large fishery industries 
that lino both shores of the river from 
Gloucester to Easton. The threatened 
damages to the fishing business is what 
all along has prevented previous legisla- 
tion to dam the Delaware, and if it can 
be constructed so as not to interfere with 
the run of shad up the river, the greater 
portion ot the opposition to the meaauro 
would ba eliminated.

Nearly 3very road leading into Trenton 


is macadamized, and all extend through 
beautiful country. 
With the advent of 


good roads and the trolley lines Trenton 
began to stretch beyond her boundaries, 
and where but a short time ago were fields 
of grain, pretty villas are being built by 
city folk to whom the country has a fasci- 
nation.

How Llahtnlno- Kill*. 


The cause of death by lightning Is 


the. sudden absorption of the electric 
current. When a thundercloud which 
Is highly charged with positive elec 
trlclty liancs over any certain place, 
the earth beneath It becomes abnor- 
mally charged with the negative elec- 
tric current, ami a man, animal or oth- 
er object standing or lying directly be- 
neath also partakes of the last men- 
tioned ,Influence.

Corned beef, roast beef, steak —these 
are unknown. Mutton, beef, a little 
veal, fowls and game are eaten. Pork 
lb "the unutterable flesh." 


Breakfast with the Turks of all 


classes cons'Sts of a cup of coffee and 
bread. A piece of cheese rolled Into the 
fat pancake Is eaten by the laborers. 
This Is sometimes exchanged for cakes 
that are much like pretzels, only larger 
and not so hard. In the fruit season 
different kinds of fiult are added. 
Black bread made of unboiled rye flour 
is sold cvciywhere and when fresh is 
delicious. With a few grapes, a piece 
of the nath e cheese and a cup of coffee 
the richest man is satisfied. 


With all fish, lobsters and many 


meats a sort of salad dressing Is served 
made of garlic, oil, breadcrumbs and 
vinegar, all bruised to a cream, with 
ca\ iare or cucumber 
Mussels arc much 


larger than in this country. They are 
washed, steamed until they open, then 
filled with lice, chopped onion and pep- 
per and butter, packed closely In a ves- 
Bel and bakod an hour. 


Turks make few soups, as they prefer 


solid food, but sardines, anchovies and 
salted olives or pistachio nuts ore eaten 
before meals as appetizers Of vegeta- 
bles, which enter largely Into their 
diet, the fa\orite Is Hie tomato, and 
scarcely any dish is considered com- 
plete without it, though they never eat 
this vegetable raw. To preserve toma- 
toes for vv Inter use they boil them un- 


' til the skins are looseA then pass them 


through colanders, after which they 
throw salt into the pulp. This causes it 
to settle, and the water is poured off 
while the residue is put into thin bags 
and hung In the shade. The next day 
It is spread on flat surfaces to dry. 
Later it is cut into squares nnd laid 
in covered jars, '"his process retains 
the taste and qualities of the tomato 
better than canning, and a little water 
makes the pulp moist again. 


Potatoes, a-taste for whlcli is an ac- 


quired one with the Turk, are first 
boiled,, mashed with eggs, nnd a little 
flour, then made Into cakes and fried. 
Beans and lima beans are boiled witli 
tomatoes a'nd butter and sometimes on- 
ions 
Squasli is sliced and fried or 


stuffed with mincemeat, onions and 
boiled rice, and then baked. Large cu- 
cumbers are also stuffed with minced 
meats nnd baked or are eaten raw with 
salt. One good stew is made of mut- 
ton and green peas. Another has all 
sorts of vegetables, like an Irish stew. 
-Eggplant is cooked In many ways, 
some of them palatable and gopd. On« 
recipe Is called imnmboilde, which 
means that the imam for whom the 
dish first was made fainted with de- 
light at its excellence. To make it, cut 
slits in the sides of the eggplant and in- 
sert a forcemeat of onion and minced 
chicken in the ea\ities. Tie strips of 
cloth around and fry thoroughly In boil- 
ing fat. Another way is to substitute 
eggplant for potato in a stew. Toma- 
toes should also be added. 


Moussakn. another and better form, 


calls for one large eggplant, sliced rath- 
er thick, without peeling 
Have a 


quart of tomatoes freshly peeled or 
canned and one pound of minced beef. 
Fry the beef until It separates, set 
aside while the eggplant is being fried, 
then put alternate lajers of meat, egg- 
plant and tomatoes in a deep dish; 
seasou and bake In n slow* oven one 
hour. 


Another delicious dish results from 


placing sliced onions, tomatoes nnd 
ship's bread or soda bi&cuit In layers, 
with a generous piece of butter, in a 
covered dish 
Bake slowly four hours, 


Pllaf. the national dish of Turkey, is 


served Invariably at e\ery dinner. Rice 
always fprms, the foundation, and the 
most popular variety is that where 
nothing but butter, tomatoes and rice 
Is used.

HOW TtM£ IS MAD'ET 


8am Recnla«e> HU Clock* 1>T 
One at the Fixed Star.. 


Strange as It may seem,- Uncle Sam 


does not make use of the sun for reck- 
oning time, but he turns his attention 
to some of the regular steady going 
stars, or "fixed stais," as they are 
called. Every clear night an nstrono- 
me'r with a big telescope looks at cer- 
tain of these stars and makes his cal- 
culations, from which he can tell just 
when the sun would cross the seveuty- 
flf th meridian. One of the great clocks 
In the observatory Is called the traus- 
njitter, because it transmits or sends 
out the signal that keeps 
standard 


time. This clock Is set and regulated 
>y the star time, and then every day 
at three minutfes and fifteen seconds 
jofore 12 a switch is turned on, and the 
>eats of the pendulum of this clock are 
sent by electricity over the wires to the 
:elegraph offices In Washington and 
Sew York. When tlie telegraph oper- 
ators bear this sound on their Instru- 
ments, they know tbat the noon signal 
Is about to be sent out, and they at 
once begin, to connect the telegraph 
wires with other towns and cities until 
in a minute or two the "tick, tick" of 
the clock at Washington is heard in 
hundreds of telegraph offices. 
The 


beats stop at ten seconds before 12, as 
a notice that tha next "tick" will be 
the noon signal and so as to give the 
operators time to connect their wires 
with the standard time balls and clocks. 
There are-time balls in a great many 
cities— usually on top of some promi- 
nent building, where they can easily be 
seen. The one at Washington is on the 
roof of the state, war and navy depart- 
ment building, at the top of a high pole, 
ready to drop the instant the signal 
comes over the wire. In the govern 
ment offices at Washington and In 
many place1* In other cities there are 
large clocks connected with the ob- 
servatory t>y electricity 
These ate so 


arranged that v> hen the 12 o'clock sig- 
nal is flashed over the wii es the hands 
of each one of these clocks spring to 
12, no matter wjiat time the clock may 
show 
In this way hundreds of clocks 


are set to the correct time each day.
